3.  The  Galleries  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  article  from  sale  for  any  reason 
whatsoever  before  the  article  is  offered  for  sale. 

4-.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue.

Dr.  Georg  Gronau  writes  ;  “The  painting  ...  is  wonderful  in  color  and  composition,,  of 
high  artistic  value,  and  belongs  in  my  opinion  to  the  Piedmontese  School ;  it  is  probably 
by  Gandolfino  or  Spanzotti.”  The  rare  master  Martino  Spanzotti,  the  teacher  of 
II  Sodoma,  is  known  only  by  a  few  works  in  Turin,  including  the  Madonna  and  Child 
in  Pinacoteca.  He  is  now  recognized  by  Air.  Cust  and  others  as  one  of  the  most  important 
members  of  the  Piedmontese  qnatrocento.
